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Sleepwalk 
with me? 


Actually, it happens more 


often than you’d think

Sleepwalking tends to conjure up thoughts of 
Lady Macbeth or of zombie-gaited kids with 
outstretched arms trying to fool friends at 
slumber parties. 

But sleepwalking is very real, and not just 
among fictional characters and children. 

“One-third of the U.S. adult population has 
experienced it,” says Maurice Ohayon, pro- 
fessor of psychiatry and behavioral sciences 
at Stanford University School of Medicine, 
whose study on sleepwalking appeared in the 
journal Neurology this spring. 

The percentage of adults who have sleep- 
walked in the past year—3.6 percent—may 
not sound like very much. 

But that’s 8.5 million people. About 1 per- 
cent of Americans —2.5 million—have two or 
more sleepwalking episodes in a month. 

“Sleepwalking is a phenomenon that is very, 
very interesting,” says Ohayon, who conduct- 
ed a sleepwalking study in Europe 10 years 
ago. “We know it’s a constant in all the general 
population, about 3.4 percent.” 

The recent sleepwalking study, the first 
done on such an extensive scale in the US., 
involved more than 19,000 people from 15 
states. About one-third reported family mem- 
bers who also sleepwalked. 

Typically, says Ryan Hays of the University 
of Texas Southwestern Medical Center, sleep- 
walking occurs in the first few hours of sleep, 
during the first half of the night. 

“The bed partner or the parent describes 
the person sitting up in bed, eyes open, with 
a goal-oriented task,” says Hays, assistant pro- 
fessor of neurology. “They’re not conscious, 
but the part of the body that controls move- 
ments is awake.” 

The part of the brain that forms new memo- 
ries is still asleep, he says, so sleepwalkers gen- 
erally have no recollection of their nocturnal 
wanderings. 

They know they sleepwalk though, because 
someone tells them, or they find proof the 
next day. 

One of Ohayon’s patients, for instance, 
woke up to find his apartment “devastated.” 
He thought someone had broken in, but 
nothing was missing. 
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So who are these sleepwalkers? They're 
equally men and women of all ages, though 
episodes decrease as people get older. People 
who suffer from depression are 3.5 times more 
likely to sleepwalk than those who don't. 
“Generally speaking, it’s linked with sleep 
deprivation, insomnia, some problem of de- 
pression or anxiety,” says Maurice Ohayon, 
professor of psychiatry and behavioral 


sciences at Stanford University School of 
Medicine. 

“People must be aware that some medica- 
tions, like over-the-counters to go against the 
flu, for instance, have agents that can trigger 
an episode of sleepwalking.” 

There’s also an association with alcohol, he 
says, and for people taking antidepressants. 

“These are only triggers,” he says. “It

doesn’t mean this medication is the cause.” 

He wants to stress that sleepwalking “is not 
a disease, it’s not a disorder.” 

“It’s a problem of safety. It’s only that. You 
are not to feel ashamed if you have it. What’s 
disturbing and could be dangerous is when 
it's happening often, because you’re exposing 
yourself to more and more risk. The risk is a 
problem of safety.” mct

Federal court shuts down 
Ben & Jerry-ish porn titles 


The pornographic exploits of “Ben & Cherry” in titles such 
as “Boston Cream Thighs,” “Peanut Butter D-Cups” and 
“Chocolate Fudge Babes” will temporarily simmer down 
following a court order won by similarly named ice cream 
maker Ben & Jerry’s. 

The Vermont company, known for frozen treats such 
as Boston Cream Pie, Peanut Butter Cups and Chocolate 
Fudge Brownie, sued Caballero Video this week and per- 
suaded a federal judge in Manhattan to block the porn pro- 
ducer from marketing or selling Ben & Jerry-esque titles for 
now. 

This, of course, is the same sweets company that offers 
flavors such as Cherry Garcia, Imagine Whirled Peace, 
Phish Food and more word and name-play options. And 
we'd be remiss if we forgot Ben & Jerry’s saucier choices, 
such as Karamel Sutra and Schweddy Balls. 

Some of the ice cream maker’s containers have been em- 
blazoned with the tagline “Size Matters.” 

And when the company launched its Greek Frozen Yo- 
gurt this year, it also released a match-making app called 
“Wanna Spoon?” The app, which connects customers to 
Facebook friends who share profile features, issues the mes- 
sage “using a fancy algorithm, Ben & Jerry’s decided we'd 
make great spooning partners.” 

Ben & Jerry’s, a subsidiary of Unilever, distributes its 
products around the world in supermarkets, convenience 
stores, Ben & Jerry’s Scoop Shops, restaurants and other 
venues. The company claims that Caballero didn’t have per-

Kindle HD takes on 
iPad in tablet battle

Amazon is now going head to head with the category-defining iPad on its own turf. Amazon 
CEO Jeff Bezos last week introduced a new, 8.9-inch Kindle Fire HD. That pits the new device, 
which will ship in late November, against a device with which Apple has, thus far, squashed all 
direct competition. No tablet that has tried to match the iPad feature-for-feature has gained 


more than a token foothold in the market. 


How do the latest version of the iPad and the Kindle Fire HD stack up? Here’s a look at what 


we know so far. 


Price 

The Fire comes out way ahead on this one, as 
is to be expected from Amazon, which has tar- 
geted customers looking for the basic features 
of a tablet but not willing to pay Apple’s heftier 
price tag. For the cost of the lowest-end iPad 
(the 16GB, WiFi-only model), a buyer can get a 
32GB version of the Fire HD with a 4G LTE con- 
nection on an upgraded cellular network. Both 
devices cost $499. The 16GB version of the Fire 


comes in at $299, or $200 less than the compa- 


rable iPad. 


Size 


While Amazon obviously closed the gap signifi- 


cantly, the iPad still has a bigger screen than 
the Fire. Apple’s iPad screen measures 9.7 inch- 
es diagonally, while the Fire’s is 8.9 inches. 


Display 

The iPad’s “retina display” featured a total of 3.1 
million pixels, with a resolution of 2,048 x 1,536. 
In contrast, the Fire HD measures 1,920 x 1,200 
pixels, with custom features designed to reduce 
glare and improve color saturation. Both Apple 
and Amazon boast that the resolution on their 
tablet is so sharp that it’s impossible for the hu- 
man eye to discern individual pixels. 


Data plans 

Bezos announced that the top-end version of 
the Fire HD is available in 4G. The plan is of- 
fered at an attractive price of $50 a year. But 
that price gets you 250 MB of data per month 
—not a lot for a device in large part designed 
to stream movies and other media. 

The $50 price tag is well under what AT&T and 
Verizon charge for a year of data on the iPad. 
Verizon offers a variety of plans, from 1GB of 
data per month for $20 (or $240 per year) up 
to a massive 8GB per month for $80 ($960). 
AT&T offers a 250MB per month plan (the same 
as the Fire) for $15, or $180 per year. For $5 
more, customers can get up to 2GB per month. 
It’s safe to say Amazon’s plan is going to be 
less expensive, although it offers a minimal 
amount of data. 


Apps 

It’s hard to compete with Apple’s App Store. 
There are more than 225,000 apps specifically 
designed for the iPad. Bezos showcased a few, 
nice-looking new apps for the Kindle Fire, but 
it only runs apps available from Amazon. That 
cuts the number available down to several 
thousand, nowhere near what the iPad offers.
